Remarks 


The figures of births and, deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the 24th December 1949 relate to 190 
towns with an estimated population of 24,697 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 224 and their population is 
27,309 thousands. Thus 85% of the total number of towns 
representing 91 % of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 15,112 and 9,396 representing birth and 
death rates ot 31 ■ 6 and 19 * 6 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(A) Indian Provinces : — The ’data here relate to 162 towns 
with an estimated population of 21,782 thousands. Inform- 
ation for Bibar and Assam could not be included. The total 
number of towns is 192 and their population is 23,759 thou- 
sands. Thus 84% of the total number of towns representing 
92% of the total population is covered. The numbers of bir- 


ths and deaths reoorded in these towns were 13,397 and 
8,467 representing birth and death rateB of 32 ■ 0 and 20 ■ 2 
per thousand of population respectively. The table at the 
end gives the position by provinces. 

BanaraB in U. P. recorded a death rate of 60’ 8 per thou" 
sand of population and this high death rate was largely due 
to deaths from fevers and respiratory diseases. - 

(B) Unions and States : — -The data here relate to 28 
towns with an estimated population of 3,116 thousands.* 
The total number of towns is 32 and their population is 3,560 
thousands. Thus 88% of the total number of towns represen- 
ting 88% of the total population is coveted- The numbers of 
births and deaths were 1,715 and 929 represent ing birth and 
death rates of 28' 6 and 15' 5 per thousand of population 
respectively. No town recorded a high death rate ot 50 or 
over per thousand of population.

The figures of births and deaths shown in this state- 
ment for the week ending the 31st December, 1949 relate to 
191 towns with an estimated population of 24,431 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 224 and their population iB 
27,309 thousands. Thus 85% of the total number of towns 
representing 89% of the total population is covered in 
this statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 18,059 and 9,862 representing birth 
and death rates of 38 ■ 4 and 21 ■ 0 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) Indian Provinces . — The data here rolate to 106 
towns with an estimated population of 21,519 thousands. 
Information for Bihar and Assam could not be included. 
The total number of towns is 192 and their population is 
23,769 thousands. Thus 86% of the total number of towns 
representing 91% of the total population is covered. The 
numbers of births and deaths recorded in these towns were 
10,019 and 8,932 representing birth and death rates of 38-7 
and 21 - 0 per thousand of population respectively. The 
table at the end gives the position by provinces. 


The towns of Mayuram and Rajahmundry in Madras, 
Nosik in Bombay, BanaraB and Pilibhit in U. P. recorded 
high death rates of 76' 6, 68 '2, 60 '2, 69 ■ 3 and 54 -0 per 
thousand of population respectively. There was an abnormal 
number of deaths from Cholera in Mayuram, in Rajabmun 
dry and Nasik the high death rates were not due to any 
of the specified oauBes. In Banaras and Pilibhit, the high 
death rates were largerly due to deaths from fevers and 
respiratory di 8 eases. 

(B) Unions and States . — 'The data here relate 
to 20 towns with an estimated population of 2,912 
thousands. The total number of towns s 32 and their 
population is 3,660 thousands. Thus 81% of the total 
number of towns representing 82% of the total popula- 
tion is covered. The numbers of births and deaths reoorded 
in these towns were 2,040 and 920 representing birth and 
death rates of 36 • 4 and 10-4 per thousand of population 
respectively. No town reoorded a high death rate of 60 or 
over per thousand of population.
